Candidate for the Alumni Medal 


George Harold Andrews A.B. °54, Emeritus Andrew and Pauline Delaney Professor of Mathematics 


This year, George Andrews °54, Andrew and Pauline Delaney Emeritus 
Professor of Mathematics, will receive the College’s Alumni Medal “in 
recognition of outstanding and sustained service to Oberlin College and its 
extended community.” 

Professor Andrews joined the Oberlin faculty in 1962. Trained in actuarial 
mathematics as well as numerical analysis, he has published in both areas and 
served on many major college committees. He served as chair of the mathemat- 
ics department, 1981-86, and director of the computer science program, 1985- 
1987. 

Beginning in 1988 he served as a project evaluator and member of the 
steering committee for a National Science Foundation-sponsored calculus- 
reform project of the Associated Colleges of the Midwest and the Great Lakes 
Colleges Association. 

The work resulted in the publication, issued by the Mathematics Association 
of America, of a five-volume collection of resources for teaching calculus. 
Andrews collaborated with Michael Sherris at MacQuarrie University in 
Sydney, Australia, on a comparison of Social Security actuarial projections 
methodology used in the United States, Australia, and New Zealand. 

“Mr. Andrews is, as his colleagues acknowledge, a ‘much beloved teacher’,” 
said President Dye in 1995 at the time of his installation as the College’s first 
Andrew and Pauline Delaney Professor of Mathematics. Honorary Trustee 
Andrew Delaney °42, in 1995 created the chair that bears his name with a 
$1 million gift. 

Andrews also is the fifth generation of Oberlin graduates in his family, 
continuing a tradition begun by his great-great grandmother, Delia Finn, who in 


1841, was the 13th woman to receive an Oberlin degree; his grandmother Mary 
Tenny Downing earned her BA from Oberlin in 1894, and her MA in 
Mathematics in 1894. His son Chris Andrews, Class of 1990, carried on the fam- 
ily heritage; he now is an assistant professor in the mathematics 
department. 

Mr. Andrews also vigorously supported Oberlin College athletics, alumni 
and the office of admissions. He served as chairman of the Heisman Club in the 
early 1990’s during the campaign to raise funds to build the Heisman Club Field 
House. For many years, he chaired the Athletics Committee, and 
undertook associated responsibilities, including several administrative 
positions, as Men's Faculty Athletics Representative to the North Coast Athletic 
Conference and the National Collegiate Athletics Association. 

During his Oberlin tenure, not only did Mr. Andrews visit and present 
lectures in mathematics classes in area high schools, he also frequently served 
on the College Faculty Committee on Admissions and Relations to Secondary 
Schools, several times as chair, and represented the Oberlin 
faculty at admitted student receptions, development groups, and Alumni Club 
meetings in various cities across the country. 

Though he retired from teaching in 1997, Mr. Andrews continues to 
represent Oberlin in the civic arena. A member of the Lorain County Port 
Authority from May 1999 to April of this year, he currently is serving as a mem- 
ber of the Lorain County Regional Airport Authority with a focus on 
sustainable development.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


RICHARD DAVID BARON, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 

A native of Detroit, Richard Baron ’64 was imbued with a deep sense of 
social justice at an early age. This led him to Oberlin in 1960 and to student 
teaching in Cleveland’s inner city freedom schools as a senior. 

Upon graduating with a B.A. in 1964, he went on to receive an M.A. degree 
in political science from the University of California at Berkeley in 1965. Law 
studies took him to the University of Michigan, where he received the J.D. 
degree in 1968. From 1968 to 1971, he took part in the Reginald Heber Smith 
Fellowship Program assigned to the St. Louis Aid Society. 

As a young Legal Aid attorney, Baron helped support a rent strike in 1968- 
69 in St. Louis on behalf of public housing tenants. He and the tenants not only 
won the battle but their efforts led to key reforms in public housing including 
federal operating subsidy. 

In 1973, he established McCormack Baron & Associates, in partnership with 
Terence K. McCormack. Since then the firm, based in St. Louis, has specialized 
in the development of mixed income communities with an emphasis on historic 
properties, and central city neighborhoods. To date, Baron has developed 83 
projects in 22 cities with a development cost in excess of $1 billion. 

His innovative projects have helped dramatically revitalize many inner-city 
neighborhoods. They have brought Baron national recognition as a leader in the 
development of affordable, innovative housing in disinvested urban neighborhoods. 


FRANCO ANTHONY FARINA JR., DOCTOR OF MUSIC 

Tenor Franco Farina has won international praise in nearly all of the world’s 
leading opera houses and operatic centers, including the Metropolitan Opera-- 
where he made his debut in 1990 as Rodolfo in La Boheme, and where he has 
performed each season since. 

His Riccardo in Un Ballo in Maschera, performed at the Met earlier this 
year, elicited praise from The New York Times: “Mr. Farina produced some beau- 
tiful sounds . . . he sings with a ringing yet limpid quality.” 

Farina’s relationship with the Opera National de Paris is similarly close. 
After his first appearance there in 1995 (he opened the season at the Bastille as 
Adorno in Simon Boccanegra), he has returned regularly, appearing in new pro- 
ductions of Eugene Onegin, Norma and Macbeth, and in revivals of 
La Boheme, Madame Butterfly, and Turandot. 

Farina starred in the Vienna State Opera’s production of Mefistofele, under 
Riccardo Muti, and has also appeared there in La Boheme, Tosca, 
La Traviata, and Un Ballo in Maschera. 

Highlights of the 1999-2000 season included his first performance of Calaf 
in Turandot at the Bastille, followed by his debut as Radames in Aida at Geneva. 
At the Deutsche Oper Berlin he performed in Carmen and Tosca, he appeared at 
the Met in La Boheme, performed Pinkerton in Madame Butterfly in Lisbon and 
Pollione in Norma at Covent Garden, and appeared in Carmen at Marseilles and 
in Tosca in Rome. 
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Among the many highly prominent governmental bodies and private foun- 
dations he has advised are the Urban Land Institute, The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, the Ford Foundation, and various housing 
authorities across the United States and abroad. 

Baron has kept his hand in teaching, beginning in 1973, teaching courses in 
urban law relating to housing, community development and neighborhood 
preservation and currently as a lecturer in Yales’s School of Architecture and the 
School of Law. Mr. Baron is also a trustee of the National Trust of Historic 
Preservation. 

An ardent believer in business and philanthropic interests becoming active 
partners with boards of education in reforming schoo] systems, Baron in 2000 
received the St. Louis Award, established in 1932 to honor St. Louis area lead- 
ers who have brought distinction to the city. Baron received the honor at 
Jefferson Elementary, a rejuvenated inner-city school for which he raised more 
than $3.5 million in corporate and charitable support. 

Mr. Baron is the founder and board chairman of St. Louis’s Center of 
Contemporary Arts (COCA), which provides a multitude of programs at 
Jefferson Elementary School involving more than 7,000 students at 27 locations 
across the metropolitan area. Community service also includes board member- 
ship in the St. Louis Community Foundation; the John Burroughs School; and 
the Brookings Institution’s Advisory Board. He is also chairman of the Arts in 
Transit and the St. Louis 2004 Environment Task Force. 


In the fall of 2000, Farina appeared at the Theatre Royale de La Monnaie in 
Brussels and at the Opera National de Paris as Cavaradossi in Tosca. He also 
sang Radames in Aida in Rome. This spring, when the Teatro Comunale, 
Firenze staged a production of Turandot in Japan, under Zubin Mehta, Farina 
sang Calaf. In March he sang his first performances of Verdi’s 
Il Corsaro in Athens. The remainder of this season saw him debut at the Teatro 
Comunale Bologna in Aida as Radames and appear at the Macerata Festival as 
Pollione in Norma. 

Farina’s plans for next season include the new production of Attila in Paris, 
Tosca at the Met, Simon Boccanegra in Florence under Claudio Abbado, Attila 
at the Royal Opera, Covent Garden, and his first Canio in Pagliacci in Seattle. 

Aside from his appearances with the Metropolitan Opera, Farina has sung 
La Boheme and Salome at the Chicago Lyric Opera, and La Boheme and Tosca 
in Dallas. He has appeared in new productions of Attila and Mefistofele, Tosca 
and La Rondine in Houston, and La Boheme and Madame Butterfly at the 
Canadian Opera. 

Farina made his professional debut in 1982 at the Spoleto Festival in 
Charleston. A 1977 graduate of the Oberlin Conservatory of Music at Oberlin 
College, Farina studied with Wheeler Professor of Music Richard Miller and 
earned a combined Bachelor and Master of Music degree in opera theater. 
Farina was born in Connecticut. 


WILLIAM H. GRAY III, DOCTOR OF LAWS 

William H. Gray III has been president and chief executive officer of the 
United Negro College Fund (UNCF) since September 11, 1991. 

As head of America’s oldest and most successful black higher education 
assistance organization, Gray has led the UNCF to new fundraising records 
while cutting costs and expanding programs and services. 

Initiatives launched under Gray’s leadership Include: staff restructuring and 
relocation of the organization’s headquarters to improve efficiency; develop- 
ment of a new technology center linking UNCF offices and member colleges 
electronically to facilitate sharing of scholarship and donor information; the 
development of the Frederick D. Patterson Research Institute to compile and 
analyze data on issues affecting African American students from kindergarten 
through graduate school; the completion of a $280 million capital campaign; 
and the development of an $80 million Technology Enhancement Capital 
Campaign (TECC) to bolster the technology infrastructures of UNCF’s member 
colleges and universities. 

Prior to his selection as president of UNCF, Gray served in the U.S. 
Congress. As the first African American to chair the House Budget Committee, 
Gray was a leading advocate for strengthening America’s education systems. He 
also served as chairman of the Democratic Caucus and later as Majority Whip, 
which made him the highest-ranking African American ever to serve in Congress. 

Elected to the House of Representatives in 1978, Gray played a key role in 
implementing economic sanctions against South Africa in the mid-80s. In 1994, 
Gray served as special advisor to Haiti for President Clinton. Gray assisted Clinton 
in developing and carrying out policy to restore democracy to Haiti. In 1995, Gray 


DOUGLAS TAYLOR ROSS, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 

Douglas Taylor Ross has been a pioneering figure in the explosive growth 
of computers since the early 1950s, starting as an early programmer of the 
Whirlwind computer at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT) and 
continuing, in 1969, as founder and first president of SofTech, Inc. 

Ross is called the father of APT, the Automatically Programmed Tool 
ground-breaking language and system that made numerically controlled manu- 
facturing practical—still an international standard--and “of CAD” Computer- 
Aided Design, a term he coined—no further introduction is necessary. 

A self-described “pure mathematician by training, but an engineer at heart,” 
Mr. Ross entered MIT after receiving an A.B. Cum Laude in mathematics from 
Oberlin in 1951. In 1952, he joined the Servomechanisms Laboratory in MIT’s 
electrical engineering department as its only mathematician and began building 
its renowned Computer Applications Group. 

In 1954, he received a S.M. degree from MIT. By 1956 he had completed 
course requirements for a Ph.D. in mathematics but was unable to finish his doc- 
torate due to his involvement as leader of the 19-company joint effort to deliv- 
er the first APT System. 

In addition, he led MIT’s Computer-Aided Design Project, including 
research and development in language theory, language design, generalized 
compiler construction, computer graphics hardware and software, and design 
applications. The AED language and system was the world’s first software engi- 
neering language and tool system. He taught the first software engineering grad- 
uate course anywhere at MIT in spring 1968. 

Ross’s innovations continued at SofTech. In the early 1970s his Structured 
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received the Medal of Honor from Haitian President Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 

Gray is an heir to a legacy of education leaders. His father, the late Dr. 
William H. Gray Jr., served as president of Florida A&M University and Florida 
Memorial College. His mother was a college dean and his grandfather was a 
professor at the college level, as is his sister. 

Gray’s own background in education is extensive. He has been a faculty mem- 
ber and professor of history and religion at St. Peter’s College, Jersey City State 
College, Montclair State College, Eastern Baptist Theological Seminary, and 
Temple University. 

Hailing from a family of ministers as well as educators, Gray has been pas- 
tor of the 5,000-member Bright Hope Baptist Church in Philadelphia for more 
than 25 years, as were his father and grandfather before him. He has been in the 
ministry since 1964, when he pastored his first church, Union Baptist Church of 
Montclair, New Jersey. 

Gray attended Franklin and Marshall College, where he earned a B.A. in 
1963. He received a M.A. in divinity in 1966 from Drew Theological Seminary, 
and a M.A. in theology in 1970 from Princeton Theological Seminary. 

Gray is the recipient of many awards, including the prestigious Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt Freedom of Worship Medal, and was listed in the December 
1999 issue of Ebony Magazine as one of the 100 “most important Blacks in the 
world in the 20th century.” He also has been awarded more than 65 honorary 
degrees from America’s leading colleges and universities. 


Analysis Design Technique™ (SADT™) extended software technology to 
include Requirements Definition. Its IDEFO version is now an IEEE and Federal 
Standard for Business Process Reengineering and system architecture. 

Among his honors are the Joseph Marie Jacquard Memorial Award from the 
Numerical Control Society in 1975; the Distinguished Contributions Award 
from the Society of Manufacturing Engineers in 1980; the Honorary Engineer 
of the Year Award from the San Fernando Valley Engineer’s Council in 1981; the 
“40 Years CAD” recognition by December 2000 meeting of the Berliner Kreis; 
and listing in numerous Marquis Who's Who publications. Ross and his wife Pat 
endowed the Doug Ross Career Development Chair in Software Technology in 
the EECS Department at MIT. 

Currently, Mr. Ross is Chairman Emeritus, Retired, of the board of SofTech, 
Inc. and lecturer in MIT’s Electrical Engineering Department. Ross’s attention 
is focused on finding support for restoring SADT Analysis to its original, math- 
ematically complete, dual-modeling form, and expanding it as a complete 
Technology for Understanding. 

Applied Understanding Technology, AUT, parses as <A<UT>> vs. 
<AU<T>> and is applicable to any subject—to technical, educational, 
personal, societal, governmental, and environmental needs.
